Carp-Raising on the Farm. 


From a book entitled "Home Fishing 
and Home Waters," and written by that 
excellent authority on fish culture, the 
Hon. Seth Green, we take the foilow'- 
ing on the subject of carp culture: 


To construct a pond, first stake out 
your land the desired dimensions; then 
take a plow and scraper, and with then^ 
make the necessary excavation. 
The 
pond should be about five or six feet 
deep in the center, gradually sloping 
up to the edges. 
The object in having 
the pond de%p in the center is to pro- 
vide the fish with a place to settle dur- 
ing the winter, without danger of the 
water freezing solid and thereby killing 
them, as would be the case in cold cli- 
mates if the water was all shallow. The 
reason for having the bottom sloping is; 
that thereby the fish may have access^ 
to plenty of warm, shoal water, and also, 
that in case the old fish are not taken 
out after spawning, the young will have 
the protection of the shallow water 
along the edges, into which the larger 
fish cannot swim if they should feel in- 
clined to make a meal on some of their 
younger relatives. 


The outlet should be about three feet 
wide, and so constructed that it can 
be well screened to prevent the fish from 
escaping, and so as to admit of the 
water being drawn off when it is de- 
sired to remove the fish or to cleanse 
the pond. The screens may be made of 
wire netting, and painted with gas-tar 
mixed with one-third turpentine, or to 
the consistency of paint, and applied 
with an ordinary paint-brush. The wire 
netting should be tacked 
to strong 
wooden frames, made to fit the space to 
be screened. 
To screen a carp pond 
effectually, three screens of different 
meshes should be used. 
These should 
slide in a grooved frame work, so that 
they can be taken out easily 
and 
cleansed. 
The coarser screen should 
be placed first, or nearest to the pond, 
rso as to catch the principal part of the 
drifting matter, and prevent the clogging 
of the lower and finer screens. 
About 
eighteen inches back of the screens the 
outlet boards should be placed, fitted 
-to slide in a groove. 
They should be 
about six inches wide each, and made 
to fit closely, as it is by these that the 
'overflow is regulated. 


It is advisable to have the top boards 
narrower than the lower ones, so that 
the water may be raised or lowered to 
any level desired. 
If galvanized wire— 
which is the best, although more ex- 
pensive—is used for screens, it need 
not be painted with gas-tar. For a pond 
containing large carp only, the outlet 
screen may li^ made of slates about 
three inches wide, with half-inch open- 
ings between the slats. If a leaf strikes 
against idats of this width it wiU pass 
between them without obstmoting the 
flow of water, as it cannot lap around 
them, as it would do if the slats were 
smaller. 
In 
all cases the screens 
should extend nearly to the bottom of 
the pond, so as to present as great a 
surface as possible. 


Carp can be raised iu well water, but 
water from a brook is preferable. They 
will succeed in the Northern States, if 
the ponds are deep enough not to freezt 
;to the bottom in winter. 
Carp do nol 
require feeding in winter, as they bur- 
jrow into the mud or hibernate, imtil thi 
ice dLsappears iu the spring.

A T*t*nui Ttolls How H« W u Saved Iqr 
Prsmoaltiaaa.

*I do not know of a more superstitious 


class of men in the world tiban minen. 
Their strange &moies and beliefs are at 
least ealled superstition, but by miners 
whose lives have often been saved by 
timely premonitions of impending dan- 
ger, niey are as sacred as a religion. 
I 
oould give facts to substantiate my as- 
sertions.'' 


The speaker was a veteran mining 
man who had spent the greater part of 
his life among the miners of Oaiifomia 
and Arizonia. 
At the request of an 
Alia reporter, who had become inter- 
ested iu the subject, the miner contin- 
ued, and related some thrilling experi- 
ences. 


"No one," he said, "treated the pecu- 
liar beliefs of the miner with more deri- 
sion than myself before I became one of 
them. 
A few years' experience, how- 
ever, taught me, the skeptic, to hold 
these 
so-called 
superstitions sacred. 
Would you like tf^hear how my life was 
saved through a feeling of danger which 
I fortunately heeded ? Well. You must 
know that in 1879, after the mines in 
the vicinity of Bodie had been pro- 
nouneed a failure, there was a great 
raak for the gold and silver producing 
districts of Arizona. 
I lost no time in 
beginning a prospecting tour in the new 
and what appeared to be then the inex- 
haustible territory. 
I was fortunate 
enough to soon stnke a rich lead and, 
with the assistance of an intelligent 
young man whom I had taken into part- 
nership, began operations. 
We dug 
into the bank of a gully, said to be a 
wonderfully rich spot. 
The work pro- 
gressed favorably, and in a week our ex- 
cavations extended in some fifteen feet 
from the mouth. 
Not knowing that 
our mine would be permanent, little at- 
tention was paid to putting in the proper 
timbers for safety. 
Well, I was working 
steadily ahead with pick and shovel one 
afternoon after my partner had departed 
to prepare supper at the cabin, when I 
experienced a most peculiar feeling. My 
whole body seemed to turn as cold as 
ice, and my hands trembled so violently 
that I couid not wield the pick. 
After 
trembling for a few seconds a voice 
of thxmder seemed to sound in my ears: 
'Run for your life; the mine is caving!' 
I obeyed this strange and unaccounta- 
ble warning or i)remonition, and never 
tan faster in my life as I started for the 
tnonth of our little mine. 
An instant 
after I reswihed the open air the roof 
caved in and the mine was completely 
filled with the falling rocks and dirt. 
Was this a premonition, superstition, or 
imagination ? 
I firmly believe that the 
timely warning I received waa the voice 
of the spirit that watches over the miners 
and saves thousands from violent deaths. 
Laugh, if you will; but I can account 
for it in no other way. 
In the case I 
have cited, an instant's delay or hesita- 
tion would have caused my life to come 
to a terrible end. You may be sure that 
after that experience I never failed toi 
take advantage of these strange warn-» 
mgs; and I am firmly convinced that 
they have saved my life on at least half 
a dozen occasions. 


A peculiar circumstance of the case I 
have told you is that the night previous 
to the caving in of the mine my partner 
dreamed that it was going to cave in. 
He did not tell me of his dream for fear 
that I would have nothing more to do 
with the mine. 
After a little more 
experience he also came to believe in 
ihese warnings as firmly as I do. 


"I know of a vastly rich mine in the 
Ban Gabriel Mountains, Los Angeles 
County, that has caused the death of 
every man who tried to carry ore away 
from it. 
You may call this superstiWon 
^so, but there are a dozen miners be- 
sides myself who know of the millions 
that comd be taken from this mine and 
yet are afraid to go near it. 
Some hall 
i dozen men had been killed by caves, 
etc., when my partner and I arrived 
Sifter a run of six months of hard luck 
tn Arizona. 
We worked around a few 
days and took out some specimens of as 
beautiful gold quartz as man ever laid 
eyes upon. 
My partner desired to go to 
Ban Francisco to purchase tools and ma« 
berial for developing the mine, 
H« 
Went and took several pieces of ore foi 
Assaying with him. 
The ore was found 
to be worth about $1,000 a ton. 
In the 
taeantime I remained in Los Angeles 
¡^waiting my partner's return. The next 
t heard of him was that he had been 
ktricken with leprosy and died a hor- 
rible death in the pesthouse. 
It is 
hardly necessary to state that I never 
returned to that mine. 
The certainty 
that I also would come to my death in 
ikort order prevents me from doing so." 


Few Good En^li^h Novels. 


The so-called libraries contain nearly 
all the books which are cheap because 
they are not paid for. 
I do not mean 
here to suggest that all the books re- 
printed in all these libraries are pirated; 
but inracy is the primary cause of their 
low 2>rices, These librari<>s are devoted 
almost wholly to fiction; by actual count 
of their catalogues, nine volumes out of 
ten are novels. 
To profit by the pro\i- 
sions of the postal laws, these libraries 
are registered as periodicals; and they 
appear at regular intervals, once, twice, 
and even three times a week. A library 
which issues biit one book a week mu.st 
j)u])lish fifty-two books a year; after 
allowing for the occasional American 
oook of which the copyright has run 
out, and for the occamonal 
foreign 
biography or history which seems popu- 
lar enough to fit it for the uneducated 
audience to which these series appeal- 
after making these allowances, full» 
forty of the fifty-two annual numbers of 
any one of these libraries must be En- 
glish novels. 
Now, there are not forty 
novels publish in Great Britain in any 
one year which are worth reprinting in 
the United States. 
I do not 
tliink 
there are twenty—I doubt if there are 
ten. 
Yet in one of the cheap libraries, 
issued three times a week, more than a 
himdred English novels are now pub- 
lished every year. 


And this is at a time when there is no 
great novelists alive in England, and the 
English novel is distinctly inferior to 
the novel of America, of Bussia, of 
France. 
lint these English novels are 
almost the only books which the women 
of America, allured by the promlum of 
cheapness, are now reading almost ex- 
clusively, to the neglect of 
native 
writers. 
There is a resulting deteriora- 
tion of the public taste for good litera- 
ture; and t W e is a resulting tendency 
to the adoption of English social stand- 
ards.—^randerv^o//^^

A Forest-Clad City. 


Canals mn in every direction 
in 
Gangkok, the ca|Htal of Siiam, and are 
so numerous that the Siamese are proud 
to call their city the Venice of the East. 
Houses project over the canals, with 
open balconies, and both sides of the 
river for six or more milee are lined with 
floating houses,, used not only for resi- 
dences, btit for business. 
People do 
their shopping in boats, and^ while a 
woman sells to her customers in open 
view—for all houses have open fronte— 
her lazy husband fisbes, sitting upon a 
bor of goods, and his children bathe 
and swim around the house,

and canals are always filled by freight- 
boats, forty or sixty feet long, by small 
peddler-boats, by canoes of aU siaes, 
Irom ten feet, barely holding a man, up 
to a hundred or more feet, with fifty or 
mote paddles moving in state wi|h some 
high official.

The Central State of the Union. 


The State of Kansas, the seventh in 
size of the thirty-eight composiug the 
American Union, has a 
remarkable 
situation. 
Lying in the western half of 
the Mississippi Valley, it is midway be- 
tween the head waters of the great river, 
in Minnesota, and its embouchure in 
the gulf. 
Its eastern frontier, too, is as 
far removed from the bottom of tlie 
basin as its western limits are distant 
from the culminating ridge of the Rocky 
Mountains, which forms the western 
boundary of the drainage area. 
Of th(> 
region of the "Great Plains," then, 
Kansas is central. 
It is also central 
with regard to the whole country. 
The 
Bed River of Manitoba and the Gulf ol 
Mexico are equally distant from it, and 
it is as far from the Atlantic coast as from 
the Pacific shore. 
A spot in Davis 
County, near Fort Riley, marked by a 
monument to the memory of Major 
Ogden, who located that military wst, 
is within a few rods of the geographii al 
center of the United States. 
Her citi- 
zens affectionately speak of Kansas as 
the "Sunflower State," but when they 
think of her pivotal position, then Kansas 
is the "Central State." 


This central position has much to do 
with the population—shall «re say popu- 
larity?—of the State. 
The climate, 
though sharing in the extremes of its 
intracontinental position, has never a 
long continuance of great heat or cold. 
The days of any winter during which the 
thermometer indicates below zero may 
be counted on the ten fingers; the hea^ 
of July are broken every few days by a 
cooler regime. 
Being a prairie State 
the winds sweep most of its surface un 
impeded. 
Its people speak of its strong- 
est gales in jocular phrase as "Kansas 
zephyrs." 
Few airs breathe that are 
not welcome. 
An occa«ionaVi&hot wind 
from Arizona, or the edge of a blizzarrf 
from Montana, suggests thankfulnes^ 
for the usual winds that blow. 
Cyclonic 
storms are less »lOBamon than in other 
parts of the great valley, or even in At- 
lantic States. 


Thetopographv of Kansas is typical 
of the great plains. 
An important 
feature of it is the moderate elevation 
above sea-level, And the gradual in- 
crease 
of 
that 
elevation westward. 
Rivers cross the eastern frontier of the 
State less than 800 feet above tide- 
water; the northwestern part of the 
State is ove» 4,000 feet. This is as hdgh 
as Ben Nevis or the Adirondacks; but 
there are no mountains in 
Kansas.

goods. 
They are eminently moral and 
upright, not one single case of complaint 
against them being found on the rec* 
ords of the county.

it is hard to d.^line the v. ord genius, 
by which we e\eress tlie subtle, elusive 
.-ónu tliiiig that makes a man gr.'at. The 
ord itself, conniig from tlie iaitin. eni- 
jihasizes man's Itelief in the sujua-natu- 
ral origiu of tlie something which ilies 
Avith him. For the genius of the J-atins 
was a guardian deity, Avliich was born 
and A\hicli died with tlu; jierson whose 
iu-tions it directed. 


Buskin says that genius is tlu> poAver 
of iienetrating into ''the root and di>ep ' 
jdaces of the subject." 
This dctinition I 
recalls Nev.ton's 
explanation 
of 
his 
achievements ii; siáenci—"ahvays think- 
ing of it"—meaning liis ability to con- i 
centrate his inttdlect on the subject of 
his search. 
But then Newton, it may , 
be observed, Avas a A^ery modest man. ' 
H e Avas more. 
He Avas unconscious of 
his great mind, and illustrated the re- 
mark of the physiologist Avho said, "No i 
man Avas ever a great man Avho Avauted ' 
to be one." 


But John Dalton, the great chemist 
Avho develo])ed the atomic theory, held 
Avith NeAvton that his genius Avas noth- 
ing but the i)ower of patient industry 
laiwring continuously at a subject until 
he saw through it. 
We commend 
his 
words, when complimented at a public 
meeting on his discoveries: 


"If I have 
succeeded 
better than 
many, it has been chiefly, nay, I may 
say almost solely, from unAvearied assi- 
duity. 
It is not so much from any su- 
jierior genius that one man possesses 
over another, but more from attention 
to study and perseverance in the objects 
before them, that 
some men rise to 
greater eminence than others. 
This it 
is, in my opinion, that makes one man 
succeed better than another." 


Dalton's "unwearied assiduity" im- 
pelled him to observe and compare until 
his d e a ^ , in his seventy-eighth year.

javater, when 
discussing this (piestion. jtivi s the fol- 
lowin.gas the result of his 
iservations : 
That the Italians have small eyes; the 
(iermans light-colored eyes, surrounded 
[with 
many 
Avrinkles; 
the 
English 
' strong, open, liberal and st<>ailfast eyes, 
and the Swiss dull eyes. 


The La])landers, according to Buffon, 
have uarrijAV i'\es. the ¡¡upiis of a yel- 
l.)W brown, inclining to a blai-k. and the 
t eyelids retiring toward th" temple. The 
eyes of the Tartars, he says, are small 
i and sunken, eyebrows large, covering 
j the t>ves. and the eyeliils thick. 
The 
j eyes of the Chinese are small, 
llieir 
eyebroAvs large and the eyelids raised. 


The New Hollander has a dull. t)laek 
eye. thick evel)rows and eyelids 
half 
shut—a habit ac.|uired in infancy to 
])reserve the ey<'s troni the gnats. 
To 
the Spaniiirds BnlVon gives "good eyes," 
to the (ioths blue eves, and to tlie I'in- 
landers heavy lids and the iri.-. of a 
dee}) yellow. 


Wiiiekelmann holds the o])iniou that 
the sha])e and cidor of the eyes are very 
largely the result of climate and other 
direct conditions. 
Thus, he says, the 
small, half-elosed, blinking eyes of the 
l-]squiniaux are liue to nature's attempt 
to preserve the sight from the dry, cold 
air and the etVusion of liglit from the 
snow amidst wliii-h they live. The small 
eyes t)f all th * distant and 
northern 
nations, he says in another place, are 
in consequence of the imperfection of 
their growth. 
It is upon the authority 
of a j)hiloso]>liic w riter nametl De I'aiiw 
that the Peruvian has an eye the apple 
of Avhich is black and the Avhite not 
very clear. 


Eyes have always been regarded as 
tribal imlieations. Tacitus, for (•\ami)le, 
dt>serib;-s the Clermans as •'fieri'(\ with 
l)lue eyes and red hair." Tlu> Celts are 
dest-rii)ed as swarthy 
and 
dark-eyed, 
the (iauls are red-liaired and light-eyed, 
while the Nubians and Egyptians have 
always been spoi^eii oi as dark-eyed. 
Thes(> characteristics have not appar- 
ently 
changinl, 
and 
it may be 
said 
roundly that tlie p.^ople of the temi)er- 
att' zone have generally 
liudii-eolored 
eye.s. Avhile tin s • of the extreme zones 
;ire dark. 


Of the races, the only one that t-an 
be saiil to l)e light-eyeil is the 
Caucas- 
ian. and even this race is iiy no means 
uniform as to color in its e; es. 
The en- 
tire human history goes to prove that 
the light-haired, blue-eyed 
I'aees arc 
ca])able of the highest degree oi civiliz- 
ation, but it does not by any 
means 
jirove that the highest degree of civiliz- 
ation is contined to the blonde I'aces. 
There Avas a jteriod Avlien blue-eyed per- 
sons AVt're randy seen, and to-day seven- 
eighths of the AVord's inhabitants have 
dark eyes. 
Not only is the majority 
on the side of th(^ dark-eyed, but statis- 
tics Avould seem to iinlii-ate that tiiat 
majority is increasing. 
In a ))a})er read 
some time ago before the Swedish An- 
throjiological Society it was stated that 
brown eyes Avere bet'oming iiiore com- 
mon in Switzerland. North (iermany, 
IJelgium and Sweden, ami that out of 
every one hundred set of light-eyed 
))arents tifty-six per cent, of the chil- 
dren had dark eyes.—^iui

WHAT Tit EES TO PLANT. 


The success with one tree used in 
Washington is a matter of inteivst to 
all cities Avhere soft coal is used. 
The 
Carolina poplar is found to be one of 
the most vigorous growers, and one of 
1 the most beautifnl in leaf and form. 
It 
is similar to the Lombardy ¡.oplar 
in 
, shai)e, liut tlie head is fnlh-r, its foliage 
is tiiick, and tlie I< av(\s large, dark, and 
irlo.-^y. 
It guMws rapidlyi'rom cuttings, 
;in-I it is foniid that it Vvill ilourisli evc-n 
•whei'e a jiall 
of 
cx.al sniolce is thi;-k 
( nongh to diirkcii tlie atniosnhere. 
In 
addition to tli'-se valuable if not wonder- 
ful cliaracteristics. it is ri'garded as an 
anti-niahirial tree because of its great 
cajiacity for absorbing water from the 
soil. 
Ml'. 
Smitli 
has 
named 
it 
the 
"American eucalyptus," and has used it 
most extensively in the lower portions 
of the city, and 
has given many thou- 
sands of it for planting on these sections 
of the Potomac tiats Avliich have been 
reclaimed. 


The Tree Commission have 
also dis- 
covered a method of cultivating another 
tree, 
which 
will flourish in Western 
cities in spite of smoke, but which has 
been generally abandoned on account of 
the disagi'eeable odor given out when it 
is in bloom; this is the ailantus, which 
is semi-trojiical and beautifnl iu appear- 
ance, but disagreeable in odor. 
The 
simple oper.ation 
of 
cutting back the 
branches every second year, 
thus pre- 
venting it from flowering, removes the 
whole difliculty. 
It is therefore in con- 
t(nnplation t!> restore it to the streets of 
Yv'ashington. 


Such is the efleet of the Avonderful 
growth of the street trees seen from the 
Ca])itol or other high buildings, that it 
to some (^xtent presents the app-earance 
of a city bnilt in a forest. 
Many streets 
are ur)Av c'omj)h>teIy ai'che<l by trees 
throughout their entire lengtli. ^Malaria, 
once such a bane to Washington, 
has 
been materially checked, and the night 
temperature during summer, that used 
to be almost iniendurable, has now been 
materially lessened. 
The 
unprotected 
sidevvalks open to the direct rays f:>f the 
sun stored up heat during the day, which 
was rarely exhausted before morning, 
but now the shaded pavement 
absin'bs 
little heat, and the nights are coni})ara- 
tivclycool.—Vet<;r IL'Mvlcrson, In Har- 
per'.-^ IWKjnzliie.

notable ti-ee is the antiaris sacci- 
doi-a, 
or sack tree, of Wi^stern India, 
the inner bark of which forms a very 
good material for sacking, and also for 
cordage.

six. 
The 
nativ(> 
metliod 
of 
making 
sacks of this 
material 
is very simple. 
Usually a tree about 
one foot in diam- 
eter is chosen, and from this a se; Mou 
of the length desired for the sack is cut. 
This log is stee])ed for some time in 
water, in orihn- to soften the bark, and 
is| then beaten 
all 
round v.ith clubs. 
I n this way the outer Itark is removed, 
and the inner detached tVoni the wood 
and rendered soft and pliabl(\ 
Next it 
is folded over itself at (.me end. 
after 
the manner of skinning a sipnrrd, and 
so turned 
inside out. 
All tliat is re- 
quired now tf) c(>mpletc tln^ s;U'k is that 
<meofthe ends be sew(^d up, Avhich is 
readily done. 
But a sairlv may be made 
without stitch f>r stnun. 
Thir; is don(> 
by 
arresting 
the })roct\--s of skinning 
S'lnie two or tiiree iitches id)ov(> the 
farther end of the log, and then sawing 
} oil" the latter at that point. 
The sack 
has tlu'ii a solili woodon bottom. 


These sacks are extensively used in 
western 
India ami 
(Jeylon, and 
serve 
their 
pur])Ose very 
well. 
The same 
material is sometimes 
emi)Ioyed in the 
manufactiire of clothing, and for papier- 
making. 
To ])re]>are it for the former 
purjiose, 
the bark 
is stri])2)ed 
oti" in 
pieces, 
which 
are 
the}i 
thoroughly 
.soaked and beaten 
out till the texture 
becomes white and rough like fur. 
It 
is then cut 
according to tin' required 
shapes, and stitched together.

Excepting the 
southern part, where there is but one 
continuous dry season, California has 
wo variations, called seasons, known as 
rainy and dry—four months of monot- 
onous gentle rain, accompanied with 
thunder and lightning or wind, and 
edght months of sunshine and dust

Califordia has three climatic belts, ex 
tending from north to soath. First, the 
coast range belt with fogs and sea breeze 
and unvarying mild temperature. Sec 
ond the interior or basin between the 
Sierra and coast range, a valley drained 
by the Sacramento system extending 
450 miles from north to south and 
eighty miles wide having a dry scorch- 
ing heat in summer and warm balmy 
rain in winter and the Sierra Nevada 
with frost and snow every month in the 
year. Then there are the two great 
deserts of the Mojaul and the Colorado 
in the southeastern part of the state, the 
hottest country in North America. 
In 
area, this arid tract, with thousands of 
square miles below the sea level, is 
equal to the state of New York. Along 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento, the 
tnlle land, the most productive and val- 
uable when drained, is not reclaimed. 
Malaria prevail and moaqnitos are in 
abundance. The great wheat fields are 
in these valleys. 
Wheat harvesting be- 
gins in May in the south and ends in 
June in the north. Steam traction head- 
ers gathers the head, threshes, separates 
and sacks the grain ready for market and 
the straw goes to the engine for fuel. 
The wheat remains on the ground un- 
protected for weeks before being mark- 
eted. In this dry temperature the grain 
loses all its moisture and increases in 
weight fifteen to twenty-five per cent in 
transit to Liverpool, enough to pay the 
freight The Maccaroni variety is raised 
and Is equal in quality to that grown on 
the Mediterranean shore and larger in 
size than wheat of the states; 8000 grains 
will make a pound. In Indiana the av- 
erage is 12,000 grains. Ihe large farms 
are being divided np and sold into small 
tracts. The mammoth farms of Cali- 
fornia will soon be no more and the land

crop is removed there is nothing to be 
seen but stubble fields and ocoasion^ly 
a small frame house without outbuild- 
ings or trees. Stock requires no shelter 
and wheat no graineries. The laborers, 
mostly Chinese, live in tents or cabins 
and the farmer's family owing to the ab- 
sence of storms and winter requires but 
a small house to live in. In natural re- 
sources, in variety of forest, of the ani- 
mal kingdom and botanical world nature 
has not touched California with a lavish 
hand.

mologist would not go into ecstacy un- 
less he undertook to classify the trouble- 
some ants and pestelent flea. With the 
exception of Big Tree and twin brother 
the Bedwood, the thnber belong to the 
coniferous family. There is no hard- 
wood. The timber regions are in the 
Sierra and coast range. 
The redwood 
is limited to the coast range. The lum- 
ber district is in the northwest part of 
tbe state, chiefiy in Humboldt county.

V are devoid of timber. The mountains 
of South Carolma are bald.. There are 
distinctive groves of big trees, 
each containing 500 to 800 trees, some 
measuring eighty-five feet in circumfer- 
ence. The big tree is exclusive to the 
Sierra, and found at an elevation of 
4,000 to 6,000 feet The redwood makes 
fine lumber for building and furniture. 
It ia bed-bng proof, will not warp or 
bum. The dty of San Diego is built en- 
tirely ot redwood, haa no regular Are 
company and no bum-outa.

arc worked in British Odambla, bat the 
Pacific alope moat rely npoD Anatralian 
coal until competitive rallwi^s are built 
to brmg it Imn the inexhaustible fields 
Colorado and New Mezica Last win- 
ter it retaUed at $6 and $20 a ton. Itia 
not profitable to manufacture with coal 
above $5 per ton, and we cannot expect 
to see CMU quoted at that price during 
thia generation—here. 
If we had the 
natural gaa fields of Indiana we might 
do something in th<^ manufacturing line 
with free raw mAcerial on the tariff 
schedule. 
We have bored wide and 
deep, but no gas, and without coal, iron 
and hard wood tiie Pacific states must 
remain a purely grain and fruit coun- 
try. 


With only forty years of settlement 
California is producing a new type of 
Americans. 
The deacendents of the 
early settlers are different from their 
eastern cousins in mode of living, man- 
ner of doing business, ways of thinking 
and in general appeanmce. The physi- 
ogomy, the voice and the mind have 
been modified by the soft and calm at- 
mosphere of the Pacific. The men are 
speculative, nnprovident and inclined to 
grumbling and despondency. With less 
than a million people California has 
more cases of suicide than the whole 
New England states, due probably to 
the monotonous climate. The new type 
is still more marked in the women. The 
face is round and the eyes blue and 
dreamy, the neck short, the skin soft 
and complexion light, but not fair. They 
have large feet, are inclined to stoutness, 
laziness and extravagance. 
They are 
fond of amusement and display, but are 
vain with Italian ah». They do every- 
thing in a matter of fact way. To re- 
capiiulate: The Galifcmia ghrls are so- 
ciable and interesting, but not pretty. 
In fact, the great west does not develop 
a pretty type of womanhood. The Bocky 
mountain regions develop coarse fea- 
tures. The prairie country sallow com- 
plexions. I think it is Draper who says 
that a corn producing country will not 
produce oratora. I think the same coun- 
try will not develop pretty women either. 


I have long observed that states which 
overfiow with native eloquence—such as 
Kentucky and Virginia—also boast of 
their pretty women. A man's charac- 
ter is moulded, to a great extent, by his 
surroundings. 
If climate exerts the 
eontrolling influence upon the character 
and permanence of nations, that Buckle 
telis us, then it is not strange that the 
uniformity of 
climate in California, 
which has stamped it a characteristic 
monotony upon the valleys, the moun- 
tains and forests, and lower animal Ufe, 
should modify, physically and mentally, 
any race coming under its influence 
Humboltsays tb"t climatic influence 
upon animal and vegetable life is more 
pronounced upou 1 ands washed by the 
waters of the Pacific than in any other 
part of the world. 
Descendants of 
Europeans on the Pacific islands do not 
resemble the parent stock. 
Even the 
head has assumed a more oval shape 
and the character has undergone a revo- 
lution. Native Americans of European 
parentage, as a rule, do not inherit the 
traits of their forefathers, but develop 
chararters peculiar to the locality which 
immutable destiny consigns them. The 
Norwegians, of all emigrants, are the 
first to discard the national traits and 
adjust themselves to new surroundings. 
Any one going through Minnesota and 
Dakota cannot fail to notice the change 
that this race undergoes in the blizzard- 
land. 
The American-born generation 
retains the physique and complexion of 
Scandinavia, but the head is elongated. 
In Utah, where half the Mormons are oh 
this race, they lose their fair complexioii 
in the second generation. 
The difler- 
ence between the bliasard Scandinavian 
and his Mormon cousin is as marked as 
the difference between the snow-shoed 
French-Canadian and his 
sub-tropic 
cousin of Louisiana. 


Pulitioaliy 
California 
is doubtful. 
Hancock carried it in '80, and in '82 
General Stoneman was elected governor 
with the entire democratic ticket. 
It 
went to Blaine in '84. In '86 the Amer- 
ican party held the balance of power 
They put up one of their men for gov- 
ernor and endorsed the republican nom- 
inee for lieutenant governor. The dem- 
ocrats elected the governor and legisla- 
ture. All the republicans endorsed by 
the American party were elected. Gov- 
ernor Bartlett died last winter and Gov- 
ernor Waterman is serving the unexpir- 
ed term. The i^merican party is still in 
the field, stroneer than ever. They will 
neither endorse Cleveland or Harrison, 
but will nominate a straight ticket The 
party in this state is made up of dissat- 
iofi^ republicans, who prefer to form 
another party than join the democrats, 
and will draw four-fiifths from the re- 
publican party. Like the prohibition- 
ists, they are aware that there is no 
room for a third party and can only suc- 
ceed by killing off one of the two great 
parties. The democrat party they think 
has immortal life and say if the repub- 
lican 
pariy 
is 
defeated 
this 
fall that It will go to pieces and from 
the fragements they will build a great 
American party and occupy the white 
house in 1892. The republicans rely 
upon the new vote brought to southern 
california by the late boom to offset the 
breach made by the American party, 
however the last city election in Los 
Angelos, San Diego and other boom 
centers went democratic and the politi- 
cal status is not disturbed by this new 
element 
The Chinese question is the 
qaestion and Blaine could sweep it as he 
did in 1884. He got at least 7,000 
democrats on 
account 
of his anti- 
Chinese votes in Congress. Harrison 
on account of his pro-Chinese votes in 
the senate will not only not get a demo- 
crat, but wUl loose heavy from his own 
party. He will run 5,000 short of the 
Blaine vote in San Francisco alone, not 
all dissatisfied republicans will vote for 
Cleveland, many will seek refuge with 
the American party. 


The raibroads of the state are con- 
trolled 
by 
the Stanford-Huntington 
syndicate and this power will be against 
the democratic party as it has always 
been in the past, and it must be ad- 
mitted that this is the only obstacle to 
democratic 
success. This 
railroad 
monopoly, the Central Pacific, is the 
backbone of the republican party in 
California. Millionaire Senator Stanford, 
who was dumped into the senate, by 
the Blahie tidal wave of 1884, is presi- 
dent of the company. There is no 
senatorship to buy this year and he may 
not sign so many big checks, however, 
the O. O. P. made it possible for Stan- 
ford, Huntington, Cracker k Co., to 
make millions and the Central Pacific, 
although accused by several congres- 
sional committeea ot defrauding the 
government, has never been charged of 
ingratitude towards 
the 
rerablican 
party.
